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Abstract 



The method Involves acquiring a number of more significant bits of a memory address in the memory 
area as a tag; encoding the reference using an encoding program; and comparing the encoded tag with 
a number of tags from a tag imaging table, whereby the tags represent the cacheable memory locations. 
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
